EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-10, 13-16, and 21-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The references cited in this and the previous office actions disclose a support 
rack having a board engagement platform and a board retention element and some 
other claim element. However, they do not disclose first and second adjustment 
mechanisms are independently adjustable to allow positioning of an edge retention 
member at a desire distance from an edge engagement member such that the 
engagement member and the edge retention member compress a circuit board by 
contacting first and second edges of the circuit board (claims 1-4, 13-16, 21-22, and 24- 
26), the second adjustment mechanism including a clamping screw threaded to a board 
retention element and a locating pin mounted to the clamping screw, the pin including a 
notch engaging the second edge of the circuit board (claims 5, 7-10, 23, and 27).
